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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alsager  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemeb, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1963. 

Once  again  there  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the 
estimated  population  of  some  400  and  this  now  stands  at  8700. 

There  was  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  more  than  a 
hundred  which  indicates  that  the  new  population  moving  into  the 
town  are  mainly  the  younger  element. 

As  stated  in  Mr.  Jamieson’s  section  c£  the  report  a further 
136  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year.  Although  it  is 
very  satisfactory  to  see  the  town  growing  like  it  is,  it  must  be 
realised  that  the  problems  of  sewage  and  refuse  disposal  already 
very  acute  must  of  necessity  become  more  acute  and  present  a 
potentially  serious  danger  to  health. 

As  regards  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  a sense  of  urgency 
must  be  introduced  into  the  proceedings  and  a start  made  on  the 
new  worKs. 

With  reference  to  Refuse  Disposal  we  are  operating  the  same 
system  of  indiscriminate  dumping  employed  when  the  town  was  half 
the  size.  Many  complaints  are  received  of  nuisance  from  the  tip  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  modern  methods  of  dealing  with  this  problem 
will  be  instituted  as  son  as  possible. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  during  the  year  but  no  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified.  The  point  here  is  that  we  have  a 
safe  and  effective  immunising  agent  available  against  this  latter 
disease.  The  need  for  an  equally  effective  vaccine  against  measles 
is  very  necessary  and  a good  deal  of  research  has  already  been  done. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  problem  will  be  solved  in  the  not  too 
distant  future. 

A start  was  made  during  the  year  under  review  on  the  new  Clinic 
in  Sandbach  Road  South.  Once  this  fine  building  is  occupied  it 
will  not  only  enable  us  to  carry  out  our  existing  services  under 
better  conditions  but  will  provide  better  opportunities  for 
developing  the  newer  aspects  of  preventive  medicine  such  as 
Health  Education,  Child  Guidance  and  possibly  a service  for 
elderly  people. 
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I wish  to  thank  Mr.  A.  Jamieson  for  his  interesting 
contribution  to  this  Annual  Report  and  for  his  ready  help  and 
assistance  at  all  times.  Also  our  Clerk,  Mr.  R„  Heap,  v/hose  quiet 
efficiency  and  full  grasp  of  all  the  Councils  affairs  have  been 
such  a great  help  in  assisting  me  to  carry  out  my  work.

Water  Supply 

This  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  Hurleston  via  a 
booster  station  at  Gorsty  Hill  and  a 1 2"  main  from  there  to 
link  with  the  9,?  main  at  Radway  Green.  This  supply  is  supplemented 
by  borehole  water  derived  from  the  Board’s  Pumping  Station  at 
Bearstone  in  Shropshire. 

The  scheme  for  the  construction  of  a 3 m.  g.  service  reservoir 
at  Linley  Lane,  Alsager  is  now  well  advanced,  and  a Tender  has  been 
accepted  for  a Mass  and  Reinforced  Concrete  Reservoir  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 


The  following  sections  of  this  report  cover  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  Department  and  have  been  compiled  by 
Mr.  A.  Jamieson,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor. 

Sewer  a ;e  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  two  sewage  works  maintained  by  the  Council  are  situated 
at  Day  Green  and  Longview.  Additional  expansion  of  the  district 
and  overloading  of  Day  Green  works  have  become  very  acute, 

A Ministerial  enquiry  has  taken  place  in  respect  of  proposals 
for  a new  sewage  works,  but  no  decision  has  been  received.  To 
prevent  a serious  breakdown  of  this  service  urgent  consideration 
must  be  given  by  the  Ministry,  so  that  this  scheme  will  proceed 
without  any  further  delay. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A further  136  new  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year, 
but  the  Council  still  maintained  a collection  of  slightly  over 
seven  days.  The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  tipping  with  a limited 
amount  of  control  and  this  gave  rise  to  serious  concern  during  the 
year.  Inspections  were  made  to  various  types  of  disposal  units  but 
after  careful  coiis ideration  he  Council  have  agreed  in  principle 
to  the  erection  of  a new  plant  incorporating  the  system  of 
pulverisation  of  refuse.  It  is  expected  that  this  new  plant  will  be 
erected  in  close  proximity  to  the  proposed  new  sewage  works,  so  as 
to  enable  these  two  plants  to  be  operated  as  one  unit. 

Food  and  Drugs 

Regular  visits  have  been  made  to  all  food  premises,  and 
there  appears  to  be  a high  standard  of  food  hygiene  observed 
by  the  traders.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  bring  to  the  attention 
of  the  traders  any  matter  under  the  food  hygiene  regulations. 

Housing
